19 stated that tho decision will settle 
what further influence England intends 
to exert in Nicaragua, an the recogni- 
tion of the new state will givo Nicaragua 
complete sovereignty over nil her terri- 
tory.

On Easter Sunday a terrible northeast 


gale, mingled with a blinding snow- 
storm, and with tho thermometer 3 de- 
grees below zero, prevailed along tho 
southeast coast of Alaska. The acliooner 
White, which waa hunting sea otter, 
was caught in the storm and lost her 
bearings. To make matters worse some 
sails wero carried away and a part of 
her foretop mast went over tho eido, and 
then tho steering gear became disman- 
tled. In this helpless condition she was 
curried lightly before tho gale and just 
before midnight she struck a submerged 
reef and a moment later her hull WHS 
smashed into splinters. Twenty-eight 
men wore thrown into tho ii:o cold 
waters with tho shore three miles dis- 
tant, to which they must puss through 
a heavy surf. Some of thorn in Bheor 
desperation clutched onto floating debris 
and 
others 
wore 
drowned. About 


iweuty wero fortunate enough to reach 
ilio beach through a gale-whipped sea 
ind 
snowstorm 
almost 
dead, with 


clothes 
frozen 
to 
their 
bodies. 


Without food or abettor they paused 
a miserable night and at daybreak 
on tho beach they found ten corpses. 
Thu uurvivura tlieiuselvua wero too ex- 
hausted to bury tho dead. Tho moat 
they could do was to drag their bodies 
up on tho shore away from ravenous an- 
•malsof tho sea. Clad in light yar- 
.nentB, witli no fire or shelter, subsisting 
on shell llsh and suffering from intense 
cold, tlireu or four more men died. 


On tho third ilay after tho wreck 


some native hunters chanced to pass by, 
and from thorn fresh meat and a supply 
of matches to start a lire was obtained. 
Uy that time only oloven out of the orig- 
inal twenty-eight had survived. 


Many of them wero badly fro7.cn, thoir 


limbs frostbitten so severely that they 
must suffer surgical operations to savo 
thoir lives. Ono man is Bald to havo 
lost tho UHO of both legs and anna.

Bo quietly hna tho work been com- 


menced and so little has been said 
about it, that tho people generally have 
not been awaro that anything was being 
done, but have been looking upon tho 
___ider taking as one which would proba- 
bly be pushed to completion sometime, 
but not in the immediate future. Thia 
is a mistaken idea. The work is now 
under way, and will ba finished as noon 
aa it can be done; that ia, within eight 
or teu months from Una time. Indued 
it is announced, but not from head- 
quarters, that tho San Joaquin river 
will light tho streets of Fresno before 
tbe 1st of nort December. 


The HEPITIILICAN baa from tune to time 


spoken of tbe practicability of harnessing 
the San Joaquin to machinery,and there- 
by furnish light and power in this city 
There have been aeveral sites mentioned 
where the waterworks might be placed 
but it ie now known definitely what loca- 
tion haa been selected, and what thu de 
taila of the plan are. 


KKOM TUB NORTH FORK. 


The water will not ho taken from thi 


main San Joaquin river, but from tin 
north fork of that stream. Tne company 
1ms filed on forty cubic feot of water per 
second, and has bought forty acres of 
land for a dam eito at the conltuouce of 
the north and south forka of the north 
fork. The land waa purchased from W. 
O, Booth. 
Tho dam at this point will not be an 


expensive ono, and will bo as nothing in 
cost when compared with a dam across 
tho main San Joaquin river. IJut tho 
dam will bo a long distance from Fresno, 
whuro the power ia to be dolivurod, and, 
bueidea, there is not aullicient fall in tbe 
river at that point to dovelope power. 
H is therefore necessary to lead tlio 
water hy a canal much nearer Fresno 
both for tho purpose of obtaining a fall 
uuflicient ami to bring tho place whoro 
tho power is developed nearer tho place 
where it is to bo used.
